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NORLD FAMOUS ACTIVIST DUE AT SEPTEMBER MEETING 


DR. FRANKLIN KAMENY, NATIONALLY-NOTED GAY ACTIVIST, TO SPEAK IN LEHIGH VALLEY on September 
26, 1976 at 2:00 P.M. in the Unitarian Church of the Lehigh Valley at a regular meeting of 
LE- a HO. 

Dr. Kameny's involvement in the gay movement dates back almost two decades, to his firing 

in 1957 from his U.S. Government job on grounds of homosexuality. He has fought such dis- 
crimination ever since, losing his own case in the courts in 1961, but reversing in 1975 

the U.S. Civil Service Commission's exclusion of homosexuals from federal emp loyment-—a 
landmark civil rights decision. For over twelve years he fought the American Psychiatric 
Association's classification of homosexuality as a sickness, participating in several APA 
annual meetings that led to the landmark 1973 decision of the APA to remove homosexuality 
from the illness category. 

Dr. Kameny has given hundreds oflectures all over the country on various aspects of homo- 
sexuality and has appeared on numerous radio and television shows. He initiated the first 
public demonstrations by gay people in 1965, with picketing of the White House, Pentagon 

and State Department. He was the first openly-declared gay person to run for Congress (D.C. 
1971); he has testified on homosexuality before Congress (1963), before the Republican Party 
Platform Committee (Miami Beach, 1972), and numerous times before Maryland legislative com- 
mittees. Kameny has participated in many public panels on homosexuality, including ones for 
Time and Life magazines. He is formally certified by federal, state and local courts as an 
expert witness on homosexuality, has served as counsel in many governmental cases, and has 
been consulted by lawyers throughout the country on legal matters relating to homosexuality. 
Indeed, in the areas of Civil Service employment, the Armed Services, and Security Clearan- 
ces, and on relations. between the gay citizen and the Federal Government, he is THE natio- 
nal authority. 

Coiner of the slogan, "Gay is Good", which has become a motto for America's millions of gay 
men and women, Franklin Kameny has authored many articles and essays for books (The Same Sex, 
The Homosexual Dialectic), journals (Humanist Magazine, Concern Magazine), and law reviews 
(Virginia Law Weekly, Buffalo Law Review), and is in the process of writing two books, one 

a general treatment of homosexuality, and the other on relations between the gay citizen and 
the Federal Government. 

Dr. Frank Kameny has been called the Ralph Nader of the Gay Liberation Movement due to his 


expertise in the area of relations between the Federal Government of the United States and 
its 20 million gay citizens.

Mark Freedman Dies 


Noted gay psychologist 
Succumbs to hepatitis 
eee 


Mark Freedman, one of the country's leading 
gay ACti Viste, Gie¢d on July 21 after suiier= 
ing compvlications which resulted from a sev- 
ere case of hepatitis. 

Mark waS an academic, and held a doctoral de- 
gree in psychology, but he attempted wnenever 
possible to translate the jargon of his disci- 
pline into understandable prose. He believed 
in the imvoortance of povoular education, and 
his writing reflected this concern. 

Besides his writing for gay periodicals and the publication of two books (with a 
third in vrogress at the time of his death), his most important effort in the area 
of popular education was an article in the highly influential magazine "Psychology 
foday". In its March 1975 issued appeared Mark's article on homosexual psychologi- 
cal functioning entitled "Far from Illness: Homosexuals May Be Healthier Than 
Straights", 

Through this Laileaver he no doubt reached thousands of readers, both gay and strai- 
ght, who might not otherwise have ever read anything vositive about homosexuality. 
As a community, we should not lament the passing of a gay “herc" or popular auth- 
ority on homosexuality, but the demise of a brother and comrade in arms. Surely he 
was not indespensable; another soldier shall step forward and take his place in the 
front rank. But, just as surely, he was a unique and effective fighter who shall 
not soon be equalled. | 7

his contribution to our struggle; his was a real contribution; and,to renew the 
resolve to continue it.

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EDITORIAL -- GAY PRIDE WEEK PROCLAMATION --JUNE 12 - 19, 1976 By HeLMuTH J. BaerRwaLp 

On June 9, 1976, Milton J. Shapp, Governor of the State of Pennsylvania, became the 
first elected public official of this country and perhaps the world to proclaim a Gay Pride 
Week. His proclamation read in part: "One of the least understood minority groups in this 
State is that group of men and women who comprise the Gay Liberation Movement. Since em- 
erging from anonymity, gay men and women have devoted much time and effort in educating the 
general public. Gay men and women seek equal rights in employment, housing and in the law. 
Gay men and women are determined to develop community integrity, to stand up for their 
rights and to encourage their community to take its rightful and responsible place in so- 
ciety and join with others in seeking an end to prejudice, persecution, and discrimination" 

The cataclysm of scorn and abuse heaped upon the Governor shortly after the. release 
of this document was astounding to say the least. Our representatives moved swiftly and 
with great vigor in disassociating themselves from this proclamation by passing a resolu- 
tion condemning the proclamation as "CONTRARY TO THE MORALITY AND LAWS OF THE COMMONWEALTH" 
Copies of a crude cartoon were circulated in the Capitol depicting Shapp committing a homo- 
sexual act with a caption reading "“Shapp defends Gay Rights." Jokes resounded through the 
halls of our august legislative body that the Governor had a second resolution but that he 
had "LEFT IT IN HIS PURSE". 

This individual had occasion to read some of the Governor's mail received in response 
to his proclamation and was amazed to find that out of some 200 letters approx. 180 of them 
with adverse reactions. Many of the letter - writers questioned the Governor's sanity, ri- 
diculed and attacked his religious background, and some were just outright obscene. What 
puzzled me most however was the lack of positive support received from the gay community 
at large. Apparently we have nothing to lose, or do we ? 

Kurt Schiller, a hero of the early homosexual rights movement in Germany said it well 
in 1921: "THE LIBERATION OF HOMOSEXUALS CAN ONLY BE THE WORK OF HOMOSEXUALS THEMSELVES", 
or as GAA president Thorstad recently summed up a speech: "WE WILL NEVER BE FREE IF WE RE- 
LY ON OTHERS TO FREE US. WE MUST BUILD OUR OWN STRUGGLE AS WE ARE DOING TODAY AND MAKE NO 
CONCESSIONS TO ANYONE". Freedom is not free -- are we willing to pay the price ?

THE LIBRARY SPOTLIGHT py Rick D, BALMER 


Book acquisitions and donations were fairly heavy over the summer; new titles will be 
covered in this column in the coming months. 

Mary Renault's recently re-issued 1945 novel, The Middle Mist, is especially interes- 
ting as her only lesbian novel, as well as for its contemporary setting. Two women, lovers 
of five years, live a unique life on a Thames houseboat, and the story hinges on complexi- 
ties that occur when the younger, innocent runaway sister of one of them comes to stay and 
precipitates the visits of a seductive young male intern. While the inability of either wo- 
man to completely resist being attracted to the superficial, Don Juan intern may not sit too 
well with 1976 gay/feminist consciousness, it is all handled so well by the author, and with 
such a satisfactory conclusion, that this well-written book cannot help but be a landmark 
lesbian novel. The distance with which the subject of homosexuality is treated seems right 
for the time in which the book is set (and similar to the treatment in her other contempora- 
ry-setting novel, The Charioteer). 

Just as eight is the warmth with which the same subject is handled in another of Re- 
nault's novels, The Last of the Wine, where she again works her magic in ancient Greece. 
Alexias, a young Athenian of good family, reaches manhood in the unstable times of the Pelo- 
ponnesian Wars, falling under the influence of Socrates, and in love with another of his 
students, Lysis. Soldiers both in such rough times, their love is lucky to be granted many 
years as Renault weaves their lives through the excitement of expeditions, athletic games, 
famine, siege and civil war. As always, the warmth and naturalness with which she imbues 
her narrative and characters are a joy. 

Another joy to read is Isabel Miller's classic 1969 novel, Patience and Sarah (origi- 
nally titled A Place For Us). In the Connecticut of 1816, two women who do not quite fit in 
to their expected social roles find each other and, dane pede of any knowledge of same-sex 

relationships, stumble their way into love and move away from family and friends to start a 
life together on a Hudson Valley farm. Patience and Sarah alternate the first person narra- 
tive to give interesting and differing perspectives. Miller's simple and naive style lends 
itself perfectly and amusingly to the innocent charm of this wonderful book.
